Led by Lee 
Gibbs, vocal music teacher at the 
school, the choir also performed 
Follow the Drinking Gourd, a 
famous African American spiri- 
tual. After that, Henry Robles, 
the school’s physical education 
teacher, led a step dance routine. 

Rachael Yokers, also a vocal 
music teacher at the school, led 
a world drumming ensemble. 
Each student played a percussion 
instrument, recreating the answer 
and reply musical style of tradi- 
tional West African music. 

The teachers and organizers 
of the program also incorporated 
a literacy component that reflects 
Prince George’s Public School 
System’s countywide literacy 
initiative.

A Review 


Greenbelt Winter Youth Musical, 
Orlando Furioso, Delights Audience

A talented cast of young ac- 
tors and singers delighted a 
sold-out crowd on March 5 at 
the opening of the 2016 Winter 
Youth Musical. The School for 
Super-Heroes Presents Orlando 
Furioso, written and directed 
by Christopher Cherry, is set in 
a high school for super-pow- 
ered teenagers. The heroes have 
powers that are less-than-super, 
rendering them less-than-useful 
in their world’s looming (and 
largely unexplained) war. 

To improve school morale, 
the heroes decide to stage the 
world’s most ambitious musi- 
cal — Orlando Furioso — based 
on the eponymous 15th century 
epic poem by Ludovico Arios- 
to.

Bikes, Metro Trains and Shelters 
Occupy Recent Council Meeting

At its February 22 regular 
meeting the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil heard an update on Metro 
issues, agreed to participate in 
a bike infrastructure partnership 
with area municipalities and re- 
ceived a petition about the city’s 
animal shelter. In addition, coun- 
cil appropriated the funds needed 
to purchase the additional unit for 
the museum and took 
on several proposed sta 
county laws. 
Metro 

Malcolm Augustine, one of 
Prince George’s County’s two 
representatives on the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Author- 
ity (WMATA or Metro) board of 
directors, gave council an update 
on Metro issues. 

Augustine noted that the sys- 
tem’s key performance indicators 
— time performance, customer 
satisfaction and reliability— are 
down. He was pleased with the 
recent appointment of a new 
general manager with extensive 
transportation management back- 
ground. While the federal govern- 
ment is pushing for the establish- 
ment of a Metro Safety Commis- 
sion, Augustine doubted that this 
could be accomplished in 2016 
since Maryland, Virginia and the 
District of Columbia would have 
to pass identical legislation to 
accomplish this. He doubted that 








Maryland would be able to pass 
the needed legislation this year 
with just a 90-day legislative 
session. Metro currently has over 
90 open corrective action plans 
resulting from the Federal Transit 
Administration Safety Manage- 
ment Inspection. The action plans 
and their status are available at 
fta.dot.gov/tso_16628.html. 

Recognizing the increasing 
concerns about safety in the 
system, Augustine reported that 
Metro has established a Secu- 
rity Operations Control Center 
in Landover. Wherever folks are 
on the rail or bus systems, he 
said, they are being watched. In 
addition, Metro has beefed up 
its deployments of plain clothes 
and uniformed officers and has 
conducted full scale emergency 
drills. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
asked whether the board was 
working with the D.C. school 
system to address the issue of 
groups of unruly teens harassing 
or attacking passengers. Since 
the District uses Metro in lieu 
of school buses to transport stu- 
dents, Augustine said that there 
has been some outreach to the 
schools, including “sharing the 
reality” that the students are on 
camera. In addition, officers have 
been placed near certain schools 
to combat this issue. Augustine 














noted that there have been arrests 
after some of the very serious 
incidents that have occurred. 

While Davis reported having 
noticed the uptick in officers, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
had not. He wanted more empha- 
sis on uniformed officers, not just 
on technology. 

Bike Infrastructure 

Council unanimously approved 
Greenbelt’s participation in the 
Anacostia Trails Heritage Area 
Inter-Municipal Bikeways Work- 
ing Group. The working group is 
being established to develop, pro- 
mote and maintain a safe, well- 
marked bicycle and pedestrian 
network. City Planner Jessi 
Bellah described the proposed 
memorandum of understanding as 
pretty basic and does not create 
any binding requirements or im- 
pose any financial commitment. 
Council appointed Mayor Emmett 
Jordan as the city’s representative 
on the working group. 

Zoning 

Council approved without dis- 
cussion the recommendation of 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(Report 2016-1) that it support 
Greenbelt Auto and Truck’s re- 
quest to build a larger storage 
shed to replace a damaged shed 
at the same location with the 
condition that the company install

On Screen 


The Revenant 

This is a spectacular Western adventure filled with incredibly 
beautiful scenery and staggeringly violent action. It is the fictional- 
ized story of Hugh Glass, a frontiersman and trapper who is part 
of an expedition intended to scout out an area along the Missouri 
River as a future trapping site. In the process of exploring, Glass 
encounters angry Native Americans, evil fellow expedition members 
and, most memorably, a gigantic grizzly bear that very nearly kills 
him. The latter scene is one of the most intensely horrifying epi- 
sodes ever filmed, and those who see it (if they don’t cover their 
eyes in terror) will never forget it. The scenery, the photography 
and the story are bigger than life. This is a great movie, but not 
for the faint of heart.

Where to Invade Next 


This is the latest film by Michael Moore, and anyone who has 
seen his previous films will not be surprised by his technique and 
point of view. It is kind of a travelogue through the countries of 
Europe that highlights the many positive social and economic pro- 
grams implemented by the various countries. As the film unspools, 
Moore is clear about his disgust with the failure of the United 
States of America to grapple successfully with the same problems: 
overcrowded prisons filled with poor and largely African-American 
inmates, the erosion of the middle class and growth of the one 
percent, and an economy heavily dependent on military spending. 
Moore can be overbearing, and he may be “cherry picking” the 
good things he sees in Europe (the movie was filmed prior to the 
immigration crisis), but he is close enough to the mark to make the 
thoughtful American viewer uncomfortable.

Despite their reign as 2015 
county champions and impres- 
sive regular seasons, the 2016 
playoffs have been anything but 
easy for the Eleanor Roosevelt 
girls and boys basketball teams. 
Riveting, if not heart stopping, 
their seven combined games have 
included a total of five overtimes, 
two buzzer beaters, and a 58 
point scoring outburst—by one 
player. The boys are still stand- 
ing as they aim for their second 
state championship in four years, 
while the girls bowed out after a 
remarkable playoff run. 

After running off the last two 
Maryland 4A state champion- 
ships, the Lady Raiders faced a 
plethora of obstacles this year: 
the transfer of two key players, 
a season-ending injury to their 
starting point guard, and a roster 
featuring only one senior. Still, 
they fell only three points shy of 
returning to the state semi-finals, 
after dropping Monday’s region 
final to Parkdale, 45-42. Their 
playoff run was not for the faint 
of heart. In the first round, they 
overcame archrival Bowie, whom 
they had defeated four nights 
earlier, in the regular season fi- 
nale. The Lady Raiders won the 
two contests by a combined three 
points and moved on to a double 
overtime contest with Wise High 
School. Despite trailing much 
of the second half the Raid- 
ers recovered to force overtime 
where senior Jasmine Brunson 
knocked down her first, and only, 
shot of the night—a clutch three 
pointer from the wing—helping 
to down the Pumas. Saturday 
afternoon brought junior Octavia 
Wilson’s historic performance. 
Second in the Washington area 
with an average of 23.0 points 
per game, Wilson put that num- 
ber to shame—with her 58 point 
performance—in another overtime 
victory over the C.H. Flowers 
Jaguars, Without second leading 
scorer Ashia McCalla since early 
January, the Raiders were forced 
to play with only a seven-player 
rotation and their fatigue may 
have gotten the best of them by 
Monday night; still they missed 
a three pointer at the buzzer that 
could have produced yet another 
overtime. The Lady Raiders will 
return all but one player next sea~ 
son in their quest for an eighth 
state title in 13 years. 

On the boys’ side of the hard- 
court is one of the most impres- 
sive regular seasons in school 
history. After losing their first 
two games, against DeMatha and 
Bishop McNamara, they strung 
off 18 straight victories, includ- 
ing wins against the last two 











state champions. Coach Brendan 
O’Connell’s squad’s only hic- 
cup was its regular season finale 
against Bowie, whom they had 
defeated earlier in the year. Naji 
Marshall, the team’s leading scor- 
er, helped the team rebound and 
win the Prince George’s County 
Championship against Gwynn 
Park. As Marshall has started 
accruing scholarship offers, he 
has been steadied by the team’s 
collective defensive toughness 
and team-first mentality, Senior 
Delascio Dancy has provided re- 
liable guard play, while big man 
Trent Bishop has emerged as a 
threat in the paint. Sophomore 
Jaden Faulkner has strengthened 
throughout the season and led 
the Raiders in their closer-than- 
expected regional final matchup 
against Bladensburg. After de- 
feating Bowie last Wednesday, 
with a near sellout crowd on 
hand, the Raiders triumphed 59- 
54 in a wild double overtime 
against the upstart Mustangs Fri- 
day night. Bladensburg never 
backed down and nailed a jumper 
from the corner at the buzzer 
to send the game into overtime 
where the Raiders” championship 
aspirations seemingly ended— 
until Bishop gathered Marshall’s 
miss and put in a second chance 
shot as time expired.

Petition 

Brian Almquist of Boxwood 
presented a petition calling upon 
the city to stop advertising the 
city animal shelter as no kill 
and for the shelter to improve 
its recordkeeping. Almquist re- 
capped the statistics presented 
in his letter published in the 
December 10, 2015, issue of 
this newspaper. Based upon an 
analysis of records obtained from 
the city and county governments, 
he challenged the city’s claim 
of a 98 percent live release rate. 
His calculations showed a live 
release rate of 49 to 83 percent 
depending upon how incomplete 
or missing records were handled. 

In addition, his analysis of the 
county records indicate that 17 
animals were transferred to the 
county shelter without documen- 
tation in the city’s records. The 
county shelter is not a no-kill 
facility. He said a box of kittens 
was sent to the county shelter 
instead of to a no-kill rescue 
shelter. In response to a question 
from Jordan, Almquist confirmed 
that he was seeking to change 
how the city advertised the ani- 
mal shelter. He said that residents 
deserve greater accountability. 

Judith Davis noted that in 
response to Almquist’s earlier 
concerns the city has improved 
its recordkeeping. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin noted that 
the city has changed its website 
to state that the shelter is “no 
kill for convenience.” Davis said 
there have been staff changes but 
Rodney Roberts expressed con- 
cern that the shelter management 
has not changed and noted that 
the city manager had told council 
that he would not change the 
management. 

Committee Reports 

The Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board, in Report 2016-1, recom- 
mended installation of water bars 
along the length of the eroded 
trail off Northway to address 
what it termed “extreme erosion” 
at the trailhead approximately 
1700 feet from the intersection 
of Ridge and Northway, similar 
to the treatment of eroded trail 
locations in Buddy Attick Park. 
The trail bars are intended to sta- 
bilize the trail, control water flow 
and minimize erosion. Council 
accepted this report for consider- 
ation at a future council meeting. 

Legislation 

Council reviewed nine pieces 
of county and state legislation, 
many of them supported by the 
Greenbelt Climate Action Net- 
work. Except where otherwise 
noted, council voted to support 
the proposed legislation by a 6-0 
vote with Councilmember Edward 
Putens absent. 

County Bill-3 would prohibit 
hydraulic fracturing in all resi- 
dential, commercial and indus- 
trial zones in Prince George’s 
County. Davis noted that there is 
a potential for “fracking” in or 
near Greenbelt, which is located 
over a layer of shale. Roberts 
expressed concern that the law 
would not prohibit fracking in 
open space and agricultural ar- 
eas, which is where the gas is, 
he said, Assistant City Manager 
David Moran noted that a Table 
of Uses within the legislation 
does prohibit the practice in those 
zones. 

Senate Bill (SB) 323/House 
Bill (HB) 610 would establish a 
new goal for the state to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions by 25 





percent by 2020 and 40 percent 
by 2030. 

HB 211/SB 19 would require 
a specific label/warning sign for 
sale of certain pesticides in order 
to protect bees and other pollina- 
tors as well as birds, earthworms 
and aquatic invertebrates. 

HS 1106/SB 921 would in- 
crease the state’s Renewable En- 
ergy Portfolio Standard, which 
requires that renewable sources 
(solar, wind, etc.) generate spe- 
cific percentages of the electricity 
supply each year and that certain 
funds be used to help create 
clean energy jobs. The jobs por- 
tion of the bills is mostly aimed 
at veterans and low income work- 
ers, Jordan noted, not retirees and 
displaced workers. In expressing 
its support for the bill, the city 
will propose broadening the cat- 
egories of workers eligible for 
assistance, 

HB 1287/SB 867 removes 
trash incinerators and woody bio- 
mass incinerators from meeting 
the Renewable Energy Portfolio 
Standard. 

SB 6067/HB 829 — Council 
requested additional information 
prior to its March 2 meeting with 
the city’s legislative delegation. 
While the councilmembers sup- 
ported the intent of the bill, to 
limit the use of antibiotics for 
healthy farm animals, several 
councilmembers voiced concern 
about the burden it would place 
on farmers. Consideration of this 
legislation was tabled on a 4 to 2 
vote and it is expected to be tak- 
en up again at the next meeting. 

HB 436/SB 468 — Council 
voted 6 to 0 to oppose this leg- 
islation which would repeal the 
speed camera program in Mary- 
land. 

SB 776/HB 1361 — Council 
voted 4 to 2, with Jordan and 
Roberts opposed, to support this 
legislation which would apply 
the standard hotel/motel tax to 
the providers of internet-based 
lodging entities such as Airbnb. 
The hosting platform, not the in- 
dividual property owners making 
lodging available, would be re- 
sponsible for complying with the 
law, although it is expected that 
the cost will be passed through to 
the owner and customer. 

Museum 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved an ordinance to appropri- 
ate $200,000 to acquire the mu- 
tual ownership contract on 10-B 
Crescent to expand the Greenbelt 
Museum. McLaughlin reported 
the space will be usable on day 
one and that his plan is to not 
make any changes unless funded 
through grants. 

Advisory Board 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council reappointed Donna Hoff- 
meister and Damien Ossi to the 
Forest Preserve Advisory Board.

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Extracurricular Activities 
Discussed at ACE Meeting

At the most recent princi- 
pals meeting with Greenbelt’s 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion (ACE), representatives from 
several area schools reported on 
the challenges and successes that 
their schools have faced regarding 
extracurricular activities. 

Phyllis Gillens, the principal at 
Magnolia Elementary School, said 
that the school’s robotics team 
is collaborating with the local 
MakerSpace program in a robot- 
ics competition. She said that the 
team has qualified to participate 
in the state-wide competition and 
placed third out of 32 competi- 
tors for innovation. She also said 
she was pleased with the school’s 
expanded sixth grade Spanish 
language program and a new col- 
laboration between their physical 
education and music departments 
to make exercise more fun for 
children. Of the meeting, Gillens 
said, “ACE does an outstanding 
job bringing the schools together 
to discuss the challenges that 
each school faces.” 

Reginald McNeill, the prin- 
cipal at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, said that the school is 
building a black box theater for 
expanded drama programs. 

Lois Scales, the character edu- 
cation program director at Turn- 
ing Point Academy, said that 
the school is using math clubs 
to help students gain mastery 
of Common Core concepts. She 
said that traffic congestion around 
the school is interfering with 
the school’s ability to offer ex- 
tracurricular activities because 
the county refuses to pay for a 








crossing guard that would ensure 
the safety of students who need 
to walk home after the programs 
conclude. 

Judith Blackman, a teacher 
at Greenbelt Elementary School, 
said that the laptops provided by 
the school system were not du- 
rable and were developing prob- 
lems with their touchpads. 

The principals meeting is part 
of ACE’s goal to increase the ef- 
fectiveness of their involvement 
in extracurricular activities at 
Greenbelt schools. 

“It was pretty good,” said 
Rosalind Ceasar, a member of 
ACE. “It was good for people to 
exchange ideas.” 

ACE had been planning this 
meeting for several months. 

At present, ACE funds reading 
clubs at Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary, Magnolia Elementary and 
Greenbelt Middle School. “I love 
the clubs,” Gillens said. “The 
students love the enrichment they 
are getting from the extracurricu- 
lar programs.” 

ACE also issues small grants, 
usually about $500 each, for 
various programs that schools 
apply for. For the current school 
year, the committee has about 
$9,635 divided across twenty pro- 
grams. ACE Il reviewing the 
grant applications it received for 
the upcoming school year. The 
funds are provided by the city of 
Greenbelt.

around the Chesapeake Bay and 
prevent tobacco companies from 
selling cigarettes to children. 
Van Hollen also negotiated a his- 
toric increase in funding for all 
Maryland schools. He became a 
Democratic leader and played a 
key role in the passage of the Af. 
fordable Care Act, the Wall Street 
Reform law and the Economic 
Recovery Act. 

Edwards, a member of the 
House’s subcommittee on the en- 
vironment, co-founded and served 
as the first executive director of 
the National Network to End 
Domestic Violence, an advocacy 
and legal support group for bat- 
tered women. She worked to 
pass the 1994 Violence Against 
Women Act. In the Spring of 
2015, Edwards along with several 








other members of the House of 
Representatives, introduced the 
Restoring Education and Learning 
Act (REAL Act) to bring back 
Pell Grants to prisoners consistent 
with the current efforts to educate 
and help move former prisoners 
into leading productive lives after 
release. She was a leader in the 
fight for legislation that reautho- 
rized the 18-year-old Chesapeake 
Bay Environmental Restoration 
Program. 

The event will provide an op- 
portunity for all to learn more 
about the differences in their 
priorities, perspectives, and ap- 
proaches to solving the key issues 
that face Maryland.

What It’s Like To Be Me: 
“’m Deaf and I’m Proud”

Senior LaDasha Williams radi- 
ates optimism and resilience as 
her hands rapidly morph from 
shape to shape. “I’m a strong 
person,” she signs, “I’m deaf and 
I’m proud, and there’s nothing 
wrong with that.” 

One of many students in the 
deaf and hard-of-hearing pro- 
gram at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS), Wil 
municates with Am 
Language (ASL), an independent 
language boasting its own gram- 
mar structure and syntax differ- 
ent from that of spoken English. 
Mr. Donald Mahoney, a teacher 
of deaf and hard-of-hearing stu- 
dents at ERHS, interpreted for 
the interview, letting Williams’ 
self-described positive, energetic, 
drama-hating personality shine 
through. 

“['m so used to it, I grew up 
deaf,” she signed. “I don’t know 
any different.” 

Williams started her education 
at Kendall Demonstration El- 
ementary School (KDES) at Gal- 
laudet University in Washington, 
D.C., a school for deaf children. 
Having grown up immersed in 
KDES’s deaf community, ERHS 
and its hearing environment dealt 
Williams a tough transition come 
9th grade, albeit one that she 
could handle. 

“At that school,” Williams ex- 
plained of KDES, “I was so used 
to just signing all of the time: 
Never spoke, never used a voice, 
nobody around does — everybody 
signs. Then, I came here. When I 
first came in, it was a mainstream 
situation. | was so awkward; I 
didn’t know what to do. I really 
needed somebody to help me . . 
. and they put me in a class with 
an interpreter, and I had never 
done that before, and then gener- 
ally, eventually, I got used to it.” 

Williams’ close friend, fellow 
ERHS deaf and hard-of-hearing 
student senior Iris Morales Ville- 
da, spoke of Williams’ positivity 
and motivation, calling her very 
honest and friendly. “I almost 
gave up,” said Morales Villeda, 
but “she always encouraged me.” 

“She worked and worked so 
hard,” said Mr. Mahoney. She 
“turned out to be probably the 
best student I ever taught. She is 
a role model for all of the kids.” 

High Regard 

Williams holds her teachers at 
ERHS in the same high regard, 
ing in particular her English

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American Sign Language Alphabet 
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teacher Ms. Yamada, whom she 
called “very encouraging and 
friendly and positive and sup- 
portive,” as well as Mr. Mahoney. 

“It’s more like a family here, 
you know, in the deaf program,” 
Williams said. “We really have 
good teachers. They want to 
make sure we understand every- 
thing, so they really teach, teach, 
teach deep.” Ms. Yamada, for 
example, as Williams explained, 
helped her vastly improve her 
English skills. Much like how 
Spanish-language students often 
incorrectly combine English syn- 
tax with Spanish vocabulary, Wil- 
liams explained how she used to 
write in English with ASL gram- 
mar structure. “I never realized 
that when I was writing, I was 
writing like ASL, you know. It 
wasn’t English. What I was writ- 
ing was what I was signing,” she 
explained. “Ms. Yamada started 
to teach me that I really had to 
start practicing and practicing 
English, specifically English, and 
I slowly improved and improved 
from the freshman year.” 

An aspiring event planner, 
LaDasha plans to study hospital- 
ity services in college. She has 
jump-started her career by plan- 
ning events at ERHS, including 
various holiday parties for the 
ERHS deaf community as well as 
the Free to Be Me social gather- 
ings where deaf students discuss 
their experiences in the hearing 
world. LaDasha helps with social 
media, and designs, constructs 
and distributes event flyers in 
both English and Spanish. 

Deaf Community 

Though she stated that she

identifies much more with the 
deaf community than the hearing 
community, Williams dismissed 
the notion of an isolated deaf 
community at ERHS. “We're 
mainstream, we’re in the flow 
of it,” she said. Deaf and hard- 
of-hearing students, for exam- 
ple, have open to them the full 
range of ERHS courses, with 
the assistance of an interpreter 
— Williams’ senior year schedule 
includes sculpture, technology 
solutions and cooking. 

Another example of this inte- 
gration is Williams’ extracurricu- 
lar involvement with the ERHS 
Dance Company. “I like dance a 
lot,” she said. “I like to listen to 
music.” 

A deaf music-lover might 
seem oxymoronic, though as 
Williams soon explains, many 
deaf students like music, feeling 
the beat and rhythm despite not 
being able to sufficiently hear the 
lyrics to comprehend them. “It’s 
not like I hear exactly what's 
going on,” said Williams, “but I 
can hear the rhythm, and I can 
hear different kinds of sounds, 
different frequencies. But I’m not 
going to be able to understand 
the lyrics or anything like that.” 

“Pm very lucky that I came 
here and learned to integrate and 
had the opportunity for main- 
streaming, because this is much 
more like the real world,” said 
Williams. “But I’m not afraid of 
that; I'll figure out how to fit in.”

Professional dog trainer Helda 
Garland opened with a question: 
“Does anyone know how dogs 
communicat 

“Barking!” called out one 
child, followed by silence. 

After a pause, “sniffing butts!” 
a different child called out with 
eureka-like enthusiasm. 

The Well-Wishers for the Ani- 
mals of the Greenbelt Shelter 
(WAGS) hosted a workshop at 
Schrom Hills Park last weekend 
aimed at teaching young children 
how to safely interact with dogs 
and cats. 

The main focus was on iden- 
tifying when an otherwise safe 
animal is in a dangerous mood. 

Garland, who presented the 
first half of the workshop on 
says it is easy for children 
ead a pet’s emotional state 
or to try to interact with a pet 
improperly. 

This can create dangerous 
situations when, for example, a 
child tries to hug an extremely 
anxious dog. 

The combination of anxiety 
and the uncomfortable closeness 
of the child, which many dogs or 
cats find unpleasant, can trigger 
the animal to bite or lash out at 
the child. 

“If we can give kids some ba- 
sic understanding about dogs and 
cats,” said Liz Tobey, the vice- 
chair of WAGS, “we can make 
everyone safer.” 

If the workshop presented a 
single argument to the children, it 
was that they should not assume 
that dogs and cats are safe, even 
if most of them are. 

For example, Garland told the 
children that they should always 
ask a strange dog’s owner before 
trying to pet it. However even if 
the owner says petting is okay, 
that they should still decide for 
themselves if the dog looks safe. 

“After this class, you guys 
will be the expert Garland 
said, “the owner might not know 
as much as you about their dog.” 

The approximately eight or 
so children who came to the 
workshop seemed to enjoy them-

“League Cycling Instructors 
are the backbone of the League’s 
education program,” said Alissa 
Simcox, director of education for 
the League. “These new LCIs 
demonstrated a proficiency in 
teaching, a love of cycling and a 
willingness to share these skills 
with other riders.” 

As certified instructors, Long- 
worth and Lemieux will offer

The Rain in Greenbelt Does 
Not Stay Mainly in the Plain

On Saturday, February 27, 
about 50 community members 
gathered at the Public Works 
facility for a free rain garden 
workshop. A rain garden is a 
shallow depression that uses na- 
tive plants and landscaping to 
soak up rain water (stormwater) 
that flows from downspouts or 
simply flows over land during a 
rain event. The workshop was 
the second of a three-part series 
designed to mobilize the commu- 
nity to take advantage of Prince 
George’s County Rain Check 
Rebate Program. 

Rain gardens typically cost 
between $4 per sq. fi. to $35 per 
sq. ft. depending on the types of 
soil and plants that are used. The 
Prince George’s County Rain 
Check Rebate funds $10 per sq. 
ft. of rain garden installed (100 
sq. ft. minimum required). Resi- 
dents, businesses and nonprofit 
entities can apply for the rebates. 
Other stormwater management 
practices that the program awards 
include rain barrels, cisterns, 
urban tree canopy, pavement re- 
moval, permeable pavement, and 
green roofs. 

Debra Weller and Carole Ann 
Barth of Prince George’s County 
Department of Environment re- 
iterated how rain gardens relate 
to the three S’s used to clean 
up stormwater runoff: slow it 
down, spread it out and soak it 
in. Among the many benefits of 
rain gardens include filtering pol- 
lutants, reducing drainage prob- 
lems, and helping prevent stream 
bank erosion. A rain garden can 
absorb over 14 times more rain- 
water than a lawn they said. Rain 
gardens are easy to maintain and, 
after the plants are well estab- 
lished, rarely need watering. Rain 
Gardens also attract beneficial 
insects that get rid of harmful 
insects. In a well-designed rain 
garden, the water soaks into the 
soil within 24 hours, which is too 
quickly for mosquitoes to hatch 
and grow. Lastly, the more rain 
gardens in a yard, the less lawn 
there is to weed, feed and mow. 

The placement of a rain gar- 
den is of utmost importance. A 
rain garden should intercept the 
runoff before it flows off of the 
homeowner's property. The fol- 














lowing points determine whether 
a rain garden will work at a 
given location: 

Rain gardens must be at least 
10 feet away and downhill from 
the foundations of any nearby 
homes. When the garden over- 
flows, the excess water must flow 
away from all homes. 

Rain gardens must be at least 
25 feet away from a septic field 
or a well head. 

The garden should be in a 
gently sloping place that regu- 
larly receives runoff from patios, 
sidewalks, or other hard surfaces 
or where downspouts, rain barrel 
outlets, or sump pump outlets can 
direct rainwater into it. It should 
be in full or partial sun. 

Do not put a rain garden un- 
der a large tree because the roots 
will make it difficult to dig. 

Identify low-lying areas that 
naturally pond (as long as they 
drain well) as they may be good 
places to locate rain gardens. 

Evaluate the soil type at the 
location of the rain garden. Water 
must be able to seep into the soil 
quickly enough when the rain 
garden is full so that it will drain 
in 24 to 36 hours. 

Ensure that bedrock and 
groundwater is located at least 
2 feet below the rain garden’s 
surface.

Public Works employees led tours 
of rain gardens at Buddy Attick 
Park and 2 
property. Participants were able to 
see and ask questions about rain 
gardens of varying shapes and 
sizes. In addition, other watershed 
best management features besides 
rain gardens were identified. For 
example, trails built for erosion 
control by volunteers from the 
Student Conservation Association 
were used as an alternate to in- 
stalling rain gardens where there 
was too much canopy cover. 
The workshop concluded with a 
short video segment in the Public 
Works Department. 

The final workshop is a rain 
garden clinic scheduled for March 
19 from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. at 
Public Works. The rain garden 
clinic will give participants real- 
time help with rain garden de- 
sign and Rain Check Rebate 
application.

The claustrophobic studio 
apartment in the Upper West 
Side of Manhattan where brothers. 
Jonah and Liam, cousin Daph- 
na and Liam’s shiksa girlfriend 
Melody are forced to stay the 
day afier Poppy’s (grandfather’s) 
funeral is perfectly designed to 
incite friction. Kudos to Michael 
Stepowany, set designer, for that. 

The crux of the friction is 
Poppy’s chai necklace - chai is 
“life” in Hebrew — an amulet 
he kept hidden under his tongue 
for two years while in a Nazi 
concentration camp. Daphna and 
Liam claim the chai as right- 
fully hers/his for very different 
reasons.

Michaela Haber is absolutely 
convincing as Daphna, the or- 
thodox “Super Jew” (Liam’s ac- 
cusation) who cherishes tradition, 
reveres ritual, resents dilution 
of Jewish identity and wants to 
become a rabbi, move to Israel 
and marry her Israeli boyfriend. 
Haber is rigid and fierce — and 
simply quite wonderful. 

Jason Kanow as cousin Liam 
is her equally rigid opposite 
number. He is secular, cynical 
about “obsolete” Jewish beliefs, 
a student of Japanese culture, and 
wants to present Poppy’s chai to 
Melody when he proposes to her. 

Watching Kanow and Haber 
do their dance of animosity isa 
pleasure. Alternating zingers, du- 
eling insults — it’s all very drain- 
ing while very funny. 

Director Bob Kleinberg and 
his trusty assistant, wife Wynne, 
have guided the cast of four 
masterfully. They also produced 
the play and did the set dressing. 
Throw in crucial help from Malca 
and Den Giblin and Trix White- 
hall and you have a superb piece 
of professional theater, done with 
courage and love.
